I,OOO-g rn in sample by screening with J 
pail sieves of specified ty|*e* or l»j 
using a cleaning device which Inis been 
officially approved. 
Tin* dockage so 
separated Is weighed and the j>ercent­ 
age I* found, based on the total weigh* 
of tile sam ple Including the dockage. 
If the am ount of dockage Is below I 
per cent it is disregarded. 
I’or exam ­ 
ple, lf only one half of I per cent of 
foreign material is separated by the 
mean* described above, no dockage i* 
assessed. 
This oiie-hslf of I p* r rent, 
however, should not he rejoined to the 
sample used In determining the grade.

possibility of difference of opinion re­ 
garding the grade of wheal delivered.

ground before feeding to prevent the 
further spread of these weeds on the 
farm.
